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KEENATION’S BOOK 
IS GROWING 


Top Son of Citation Impresses Breeders 


Keenation, a 5-year-old son of Ci¬ 
tation-Miss Keeneland by ’Blenheim II, 
has quickly established himself as “head 
man” at the Merryland Farm, operated 
by Mrs. Danny Shea and Danny Shea Jr. 

Mrs. Shea reports the response of 
local breeders has been “even better 
than I expected.” 

Keenation did not arrive in Maryland 
until February 19, but already several 
of the mares to which he has been bred 
are believed to be in foal. 

Lightly campaigned during his three 
seasons at the track, Keenation is a 
stakes winner of four races. In win¬ 
ning the Peter Pan Handicap as a 3- 
year-old he defeated Irish Lancer, 
Francis S., Weatherwise and Wise Ship, 
among others. 

A son of the mighty Citation—sire 
of Fabius, Silver Spoon, Manteau, 
Evening Time, Watch Your Step and 
Recite—Keenation is out of one of 
Calumet Farm’s most distinguished 
racemares. Miss Keeneland came to 
the races in 1943, when Ben Jones 
had one of the most respected align¬ 
ments of homebred fillies ever assem¬ 
bled under one shedrow at the same 
time. In the lineup that year were 
’Blenheim II’s daughters Mar-Kell, 
Nellie L., and Miss Keeneland. Round¬ 
ing out the team was Bull Lea’s daugh¬ 
ter, Twilight Tear. 

While Twilight Tear went on to 
achieve acclaim as Horse of the Year 
the following season, there was little 
to choose between her and Miss Keene¬ 
land. 


Keenation is the seventh foal, fifth 
starter and fourth winner for Miss 
Keenation. To covers by Sun Again 
she produced the winners Ky. Lea and 



Sunrise; to ’Princequillo she bred 
Keeneland Lady, and to Citation she 
produced Keenation’s older brother, 
Numo. 

Keenation’s second dam, Lady Peace, 
produced the stakes winners Son of 
Peace, Flying Disc and Happiness, in 
addition to the winners Son of Chance, 
Whirl Blast, Urgent, Stephens Girl and 
Lady Tru.

He 
won the United States Hotel and Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes and Hopeful Stakes at Saratoga, 
missed by inches in the Garden State Stakes. Ho 
was weighted at 126 lbs. on the Experimental 
Handicap ahead of Nail, Needles, Prince John, 
and Swoon’s Son, etc. At 3, a bruised foot and 
wrenched shoulder interrupted his career but he 
did win the Gotham Stakes, United Nations Handi¬ 


cap from a field of older horses carrying top 
weight by scale, and lost the Belmont Stakes by 
a short head. He invaded France in the fall and 
ran fourth to Ribot in the Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe. By the very successful Phalanx (lead¬ 
ing 3-year-old of his year) he is out of a winning 
full sister to the undefeated 2-year-old filly cham¬ 
pion, First Flight. His family is that of Pennant, 
Sweep, Novelty, John P. Grier.

His Administration— 

An Appraisal

Frank A. Bonsai will step down as president 
of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
this month. 

Mr. Bonsai’s decision to decline a second 
term is, I think, regrettable. Under his leader¬ 
ship the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
has accomplished more during the past twelve 
months than in any other single year of its 
history. 

The organization has "come alive” under 
Mr. Bonsai’s handling, and I only hope our 
next president will do as well in guiding the 
destinies of our organization. 

Major accomplishment of the Bonsai Admin¬ 
istration was, of course, the passage of House 
Bill 106 during the recent session of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

But there is another achievement which is 
of profound importance, even though it has 
come in for little public comment. This is the 
joining of forces with the H.B.P.A. 

House Bill 106 couldn’t have passed without 
this combined backing, and it was Mr. Bonsai 
who brought about the consolidation of forces 
last summer. 

Working together, the Breeders and the 
H.B.P.A. already accomplished the seemingly 
impossible. It is my fervent hope that this 
’marriage” will remain as profitable for both 
organizations under the leadership of Mr. Bon¬ 
sai’s successor. 

In declining to run for a second term, Mr. 
Bonsai cited as his chief reason his frequent 
absences from the Maryland scene. He trains 
a public stable, and, by necessity, is away from 
home nearly six months out of the year. 

He suggests that the directors choose some¬ 
one other than a trainer as the organization’s 
next president. 

Although we will not have Mr. Bonsai as 
our president this year, we should still have the

benefit of his advice as a member of the board 
of directors. 

My personal regard for Mr. Bonsai is quite 
high. I have found him a man of integrity and 
intelligence. He has appeared a "liberal” only 
because the Maryland Horse Breeders’ past 
policy has been "ultra-conservative.” 

I hope he can keep the "liberal” element 
alive while serving as a director. It is by trying 
new things that results are achieved. And with 
our new Maryland-bred Fund we need some 
fresh, timely decisions.

DECLINES A SECOND TERM 

His Career— 

A Profile

A writer who begins an article by quoting 
Tom O’Reilly and attempts to go on his own 
from there, incurs no less an assignment than 
the pitcher who must deal with Maris and 
Mantle three or four times during the course 
of nine innings. 

He is bound to come out second best. But 
since when has running second to the late and 
much lamented O’Reilly been a poor showing? 
And besides, I greatly admired the guy’s talent. 

Tom, when he sat down five years ago to 
interview Frank Bonsai at Atlantic City, de¬ 
scribed the incumbent president of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association as follows: 

"He is as typical of the Tree State’ as its 
gentle valleys, Baltimore cotillions, hard-riding 
foxhunters, rye whiskey, racehorses and an 
amusingly insular attitude that couldn’t quite 
identify Rosa Ponselle, the great Metropolitan 
Opera star, until she became Mayor Jackson’s 
daughter-in-law.’ ” 

At first reading this may seem more indic¬ 
ative of O’Reilly’s inimitable style than de¬ 
scriptive of "Downey” Bonsai—but read on. 

Frank Bonsai is one of the most capable 
and best known of the East’s horse-trainers. 
Spring and fall his natural habitat is his native 
Maryland. Summers he divides between Dela¬ 
ware and New Jersey. He and his horses 
prefer Carolina to Bowie during the winter, 
as he has taken pains to explain. 

Downey’s trademarks are an impish grin 
and a weathered felt hat that has a sat-on 
look. Numerous spills during his years in the 
saddle left him with a slight stoop and the 
nickname "Downey.” One might describe his 
frame as "wirey,” for it is just that—wired 
together. His left collarbone has been broken 
nine times; Ben Casey would hardly recognize 
that port-side clavicle. 

Frank Adair Bonsai was born at "Willough¬ 
by” in Eccleston in 1905, the son of Frank 
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A. Bonsai, Sr. and the former Ellinor Donell 
Stewart. In both tail male and tail female he 
stems from old, horsewise Maryland families. 
His father was one of eleven children; his 
mother, one of 13. 

Downey’s uncles, W. Plunket and Redmond 
C. Stewart founded hunt clubs. Redmond or¬ 
ganized the Green Spring Valley Hunt and 
carried its horn from 1892 to 1914. Plunket, 
after serving as whipper-in at Green Spring, 
founded the Cheshire Hounds, at Unionville, 
Pa., in 1913. 

Bonsai, pere, was in the coffee importing 
business in Baltimore, but his heart was in the 
hunting field. With Redmond Stewart furnish¬ 
ing 15 couples of English foxhounds, Bonsai 
organized the Harford Hunt Club in 1912, 
after moving his family from Green Spring 
country to Verdant Valley. The Bonsais lived 
at Verdant Valley until 1924, when Mr. Bonsai 
died of complications arising from a fall while 
hunting his beloved pack at White Hall. 

Downey, meanwhile, had graduated from 
Tome School—where Charlie Shaw was a class¬ 
mate—and was entering his first year at Prince¬ 
ton. Upon his father’s death he returned 
home to take over the Harford Hunt for the 
remainder of the season. 

He rode in his first race at 15, winning 
the My Lady’s Manor Point to Point in 1921 
aboard Moccasin. Four more victories in the 
Manor race were to follow. A bold and fear¬ 
less rider over timber, he won the Maryland 
Hunt Cup in 1927 and 1928 with Bon Master, 
owned by C. L. A. Heiser, whom Downey’s 
widowed mother married. 

"I should have won the Maryland five times, ’ 
he says by way of apology. "My best ride was 
in the ’32 Hunt Cup aboard Brose Hover while 
trying to. retire the Challenge Cup. Noel Laing 
beat me a nose with Trouble Maker in what

was then record time.” 

Before hanging up his tack at the age of 28, 
when he married, Downey won just about 
every timber prize that was offered. The only 
notable exception was the New Jersey Hunt 
Cup. The Grand National he won with Aim- 
well; the Virginia Gold Cup with Dunks 
Green. And then there were the wins at 
Radnor and Rose Tree. His winning mount in 
the Meadow Brook was Impartiality. Bon Mas¬ 
ter got him home on top in the Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup. 

In 1928, Bonsai rode Ben Leslie Behr’s 
Burgoright in England’s Grand National. He, 
along with 27 others in the field of 33, was 
knocked out of the race at the canal turn 
when Jock Whitney’s Easter Hero racked up 
the field. The only two to finish were the 100- 
to-1 shot Tipperary Tim and Howard Bruce’s 
Maryland favorite Billy Barton. The latter fell 
at the final jump but was remounted to be 
the only finisher behind the winner. Bonsai 
had been tended the mount on Billy Barton, 
but had to honor his commitment aboard 
Burgoright. 

A few weeks after the Aintree affair he was 
back home to win the Maryland Hunt Cup 
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with Bon Master for the second straight year. 

Dunks Green, whom Downey had gotten 
after he had raced in championship form in 
France and broken down over brush, is fondly 
recalled as his finest mount. Owned by Mrs. 
Walter Salmon, Dunks Green was unbeaten 
over timber. 

Shortly after his father’s death, Downey ven¬ 
tured into the world of commerce, doing a 
stint with Cassatt and Company as a real estate 
and bonds salesman. He was so engaged when 
T. Edward Hambleton prevailed upon him to 
manage Laurel Park Stud, re-christened Worth¬ 
ington Farms. 

"We had great dreams,” Bonsai reminisced 
recently while studying one of his charges 
under his shedrow. "The farm was—and still 
is—the site of the Maryland Hunt Cup. We 
planned to add a course much like that at 
Fair Hill, so as to stage both the nation’s most 
formidable timber and brush races. There was 
to be a golf course, fair, polo fields and hunt 
meeting. We had sold about $500,000 in stock 
to investors, largely from Boston and Chicago, 
when local opposition developed. Faced with 
this pressure, Mr. Hambleton lost interest in

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MOUNTAIN DEW WINS 
MARYLAND HUNT CUP 


Janon Fisher Jr. 
Saddles Homebred; 
Son, Janon III, 
Gives Great Ride 


The outcome of the sixty-sixth running of 
the Maryland Hunt Cup is simply stated: 
Mountain Dew won the four-mile timber race 
by a head from Ba-Sic. 

But behind that result lie 22 years of effort. 

Mountain Dew is owned and trained by his 
breeder, Janon Fisher, Jr. The 7-year-old geld¬ 
ing was ridden in the big race by 26-year-old 
Tanon Fisher III, and it was the first time in the 
66-year history of the Maryland Hunt Cup that 
the blue and gray colors of the Fisher family 
had triumphed in Maryland’s most famous 
jumping classic. 

Still, Janon Fisher, Jr. was no newcomer to 
the race. Three times (1938, 1939 and 1940) 
he had trained the winner of the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. But that great three-time winner, 
Blockade, was owned by Mrs. E. Read Beard, 
and the jockey was J. Fred Colwill. 

Ever since 1940, Janon Fisher had been wait¬ 
ing for another top timber horse. He tried twice 
unsuccessfully with Shindy, and, in 1961, his 
Mountain Dew finished third to Simple Samson. 

Then, last month, the Fishers won their Chal¬ 
lenge Bowl. No purse was involved. There was 
no cash prize to the breeder, trainer, owner or 
jockey—just a silver bowl which Janon wanted 
more than wealth. 

When Blockade won under Freddie Colwill 
in 1940, Janon Fisher III was 4 years old. But 
the trainer for both races was the same, and so 
was the groom, Walter Tyndall—a Fisher em¬ 
ployee since 1928. 

"This was," says gray-haired, slim-waisted 
Janon, "the most exciting race I’ve ever 
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The Fishers—father and son. 


watched. I bred the horse, and I bred the 
jockey. And I also bred the dam and grand dam 
of the winner." 

Mountain Dew, a son of * Hunters Moon IV 
and Laelia, made one start at the flat tracks, 
finishing ninth against maidens in a 12-horse 
field at Pimlico as a 3-year-old. 

He bowed a tendon in that race, and, for the 
next eight weeks, he was in a cast. 

"I didn’t breed him to be a jumper," says 
Fisher. "I’m not that astute. I bred him for a 
flat horse, and he had extreme early speed. But 
he struck himself in his only start, causing the 
tendon injury. 

"After he got out of the cast, I just forgot 
about him and let nature take its course. 

"When he had had plenty of rest and was

completely sound, we got him up for hunting. 
My daughter Julie (Mrs. Daniel W. Colhoun, 
Jr.) was the first to hunt him. 

"She schooled him and developed him. He’s 
a beautiful horse to ride. Good mouth. Julie 
hunted him in a snaffle. 

"Usually a good horse will show you some¬ 
thing that makes you aware of his ability. That’s 
what Mountain Dew did in the hunting field. 

"The third time Julie had him out was the 
day he opened her eyes. 

"She was riding with the Green Spring. Be¬ 
cause she had a green horse she was staying 
well back from, the leaders. Then the fox 
doubled back, the field reversed and Julie was 
suddenly in front with the huntsman. 

"There were three big white board fences in 
front of her. She had no choice but to let him 
try them. He went into those fences like he en¬ 
joyed them. That was when Julie knew he was 
a good horse." 

Julie, one of the Fishers’ six daughters, 
turned Mountain Dew over to her only brother 
when it became apparent that the gelding had 
a future as a cross-country horse. 

Young Janon, educated at Gilman School 
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and in the United States Marine Corps, is his 
father’s assistant. He helps run his father’s 280- 
acre Deer Park Farm in Baltimore county, and 
is also his father’s right hand man with the 
racing stable. 

A superb horseman, young Janon soon 
learned to trust his sister’s judgment of Moun¬ 
tain Dew. The horse has never to this day re¬ 
fused a fence, and he has been always easy to 
rate. 

Mountain Dew commenced his career over 
the flagged course last spring and showed con¬ 
siderable promise—climaxing the season with 
a third-place finish in the Maryland. 

Young Janon hunted him during the past fall 
and winter, then put him in training in Feb¬ 
ruary. Mountain Dew trained throughout the 
late winter and early spring at the Fisher farm. 
He went to the races in April. 

Commencing his 1962 campaign at Edward 
S. Voss’ Atlanta Hall Farm in the Elkridge- 
Harford Hunt Club meeting, Mountain Dew 
won his seasonal debut. He was second the fol¬ 
lowing Saturday to Hurdy Gurdy in the My 
(Continued on page 22)

Lady’s Manor. 

On the next Saturday Mountain Dew cap¬ 
tured the Grand National at Butler, scoring by 
two lengths over Eastcor. 

Then, running for the fourth consecutive 
Saturday, Mountain Dew met and conquered 
seven opponents in the Maryland Hunt Cup on 
April 28. 

Rated in fourth position through most of the 
early stages, Mountain Dew rallied boldly on 
the outside in the final drive to score by a head 
from John K. Jenney’s Ba-Sic. 

Kingdom Gould, Jr.’s Hurdy Gurdy was 
third. 

What does Mr. Fisher plan to do with his 
timber champion now? 

"Oh, nothing much,” says Janon. "He’s got 
a knee that he banged up a little in the Grand 
National. I’ll keep hosing it for a while. If it 
doesn’t come down I might blister him. 

"Then I’ll just let up on him until the hunt¬ 
ing season starts this fall. We’ll hunt him and 
then run him again next spring.” 

The gelding is the second Maryland-bred son 
of * Hunters Moon IV to gain fame over jumps 
during the past few months. Peal, owned and 
bred by Harry A. Love, was the champion 
brush horse of the 1961 season. 

And there is a strong Fisher background with 
Peal, too. Mr. Fisher didn't breed Peal, but he 
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bred that horse’s dam, grand-dam and great 
grand-dam. 

But, unlike Peal, Mountain Dew is not par¬ 
ticularly big. He’s a handsome, compact ani¬ 
mal, and was, in fact, judged grand champion 
of the Timonium show as a yearling in 1956. 

And his pedigree is strong. His dam, Laelia, 
is by War Admiral. Laelia is a half-sister to 
Bally Ache’s dam, Celestial Blue. Laelia, Celes¬ 
tial Blue, and their dam, Vanda Cerulea, were 
all bred by the Fishers, just as was Mountain 
Dew. 

How about those colors used by Janon 
Fisher? Was that jacket (blue and gray halves) 
passed down from some distant ancestor? 

"No, nothing like that,” replied Janon. "My 
father had a dislike for horses. 

"I got those colors from the shirt I wore 
when I played soccer at Gilman. Those are the 
Gilman School colors.” 

Well, at least if the colors aren’t a family 
tradition, perhaps the success of young Janon 
in the Maryland Hunt Cup is. Did Mr. Fisher 
ever ride a winner in the great race? 

"No,” said Janon. "I only rode in the race 
once. The horse ran off with me for two miles, 
and I fell on my behind. I did remount, though, 
and I finished the course. 

"That wasn’t too long ago. About 1922, I 
think.”

out, was run over the same grass course which 
T. V. Lark handled so beautifully last Novem¬ 
ber when winning from Kelso in the Washing¬ 
ton International. 

Bronze Babu, no respector of T. V. Lark's 
vaunted grass-course reputation, not only won 
the mile and an eighth Laurel Handicap by 4 Yz 
lengths from the 2-5 favorite but also established 
a new course record of 1.47 4/5. 

In the short span of two weeks, the Winers 
had won both their first and second stakes races 
—and there was no indication that Bronze Babu 
wouldn’t keep right on winning. 

Bronze Babu is a 4-year-old son of *My Babu 
and Triple R. Triple R. is a full-sister to Tus¬ 
cany and a half-sister to Prince Lygia. She is by 
The Rhymer out of Roman Matron. 

Unraced because of an injury, Triple R. was 
purchased from the Maryland Fall Sales held 
at Timonium in 1951. Bred by Mrs. Samuel M. 
Pis tor io, Triple R. was knocked down to the 
Winers as a five-month-old weanling for $9,500. 

Although Bronze Babu is technically a Ken- 
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tucky-bred (because he was foaled in that state), 
the colt is for all purposes a Maryland product. 
He was raised in Maryland, and his owners’ farm 
is located near Jessup, just off the Washington 
Boulevard three or four miles from the Laurel 
track. 

Mr. Winer, a plastics manufacturer, raced his 
first horse in 1951. 

Of that first horse, Saranto, Mrs. Winer says: 

"Once he beat a horse. But only once. The 
other times he was dead last.” 

The Winers are expecting to have fewer Ken- 
tucky-breds in the years ahead and more Mary- 
land-breds. It’s not that they have any prejudice 
against Kentucky, either. 

The reason for the shift to Maryland is the 
new racing legislation which goes into effect 
June 1. 

"This new law,” says Eph Winer, "is a tre¬ 
mendous thing. We’re certainly going to do all 
that we can to improve the quality of horses 
in Maryland.” 

The Maryland Horse 
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New System Explained 
On Registration 
Of Maryland-Breds 

* 

The new Maryland-bred Fund program, which will become effective June 1, has necessitated 
some minor revisions in the handling of Maryland-bred registration certificates by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association. 

In past years, it has been the practice of some trainers to wait almost until the moment of 
entry before registering their horses as Maryland-breds. This has been made possible through the 
co-operation of the racing secretary’s office, the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective Associa¬ 
tion’s secretary and the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association s business manager. 

But this last-minute registration must be curtailed now that the new program is in effect. The 
registration applications will now be handled by a committee which will meet bi-monthly in the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ office. 

Each registration will be checked out by this committee before registration is authorized, and 
no registration will be considered unless the necessary fee accompanies the application. 

There is no change contemplated in the Maryland-bred registration fee. The charge is $10 
until January 15 of year in which horse is a 2-year-old and $20 after that date. 

The definition of a Maryland-bred eligible for registration is printed below. 


From The Maryland Racing Commission's "Rules of Racing" 

Rewards To Breeders— 
Maryland-Bred Rules 


387. To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each horse must be 
registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association. To qualify for such registration the said 
horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, and, in addition, unless the breeder is a resi¬ 
dent of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock continually in the State, the said horse 
shall be either the produce of a mare covered in Maryland the previous season, or of a mare sent 
into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the season of the birth of said foal. 

(a) A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time 
of foaling. 

(b) Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and the 
decision of the Commission shall be final.

Timonium and Marlboro Increase Purses 


Operators of the Timonium and Marlboro 
race tracks have announced a $1,500 minimum 
purse for their 1962 meetings. 

Both tracks will increase their overall purse 
distribution by $50,000, which means more 
than $4,000 per day for the two 12-day 
meetings. 

Daniel B. Brewster, president of Timonium, 
further states that the purse schedule announced 
for Timonium will also apply to Cumberland 
if that 12-day meeting is transferred to the 
York road course. 

The sudden increase in purse distribution 
is the result of House Bill 106 which was 
signed into law by Governor J. Millard Tawes 
on April 6. 

Edward F. Farrell, Marlboro’s president, en¬ 
thusiastically endorsed this bill as did Hagers- 
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town’s president, Dr. Robert Snavely. Mr. 
Brewster, aided by his general manager, John 
M. Heil, also worked hard for the bill’s passage. 

Appropriately, the Maryland minor tracks 
will be the first to gain the benefits of the new 
law. The law goes into effect June 1—too late 
for the Maryland spring mile track season. 

In addition to a $1,500 minimum purse, 
Timonium and Marlboro will affix a $1,700 
minimum purse to the Maryland-bred races 
which do not fall under the terms of the newly 
created Maryland-bred Fund. 

The $1,700 minimum will apply to the prev¬ 
iously existing Maryland-bred races. They will 
be used for the cheaper class of Maryland-bred. 

The better type Maryland-bred will compete 
in the Maryland-bred Fund races. These races 
will be carrying purses of $2,500 or more. If 
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the $2,500 purse is used as both a minimum 
and maximum, six such events can be carded 
during a 12-day meeting. 

Commenting on their new purse schedules, 
the operators of Timonium and Marlboro said: 

"The formula is scaled to follow the purpose 
of the legislation passed by the 1962 session 
of the General Assembly. This very popular 
bill was almost unanimously approved because 
it was to directly improve the caliber of racing 
on the Maryland Thoroughbred tracks. 

"Improvement will come gradually in two 
ways: 1. Better purses will encourage stronger 
competition, and 2. Stronger competition will 
encourage improved breeding.”

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An 'Official' Paper 

Members of the Society of North American 
Racing Officials have started their own news¬ 
paper. 

The SNARO Observer came into existence 
on March 31 with a four-page publication 
edited by Carlyle H. Johnson. 

In an accompanying letter received by The 
Maryland Horse, Mr. Johnson said: "Last year 
I suggested to SNARO that an organ of ex¬ 
pression—a bulletin or newspaper—be put out 
quarterly. 

"The prodding thought was that SNARO 
would thus be better equipped to present it¬ 
self to press, radio-TV, racing associations, rac¬ 
ing commissions, etc.” 

The only advertisement in The SNARO Ob¬ 
server reads: "Attention Race Tracks. When¬ 
ever In Need Of Qualified Horce Racing 
Officials—Contact SNARO, Source For Of¬ 
ficials.” 

Excerpts from The SNARO Observer follow: 

* . v Percentage-wise, 90 per cent of active 

racing officials are members of SNARO. 

"In the United States, Canada and Mexico 
there are 112 operating race courses. The ac¬ 
ceptance by these racing associations of SNARO 
men attests not only to the competence of the 
officials but it also is a tacit consent to the need 
of this organization, less than 10 years old. 

"It was May 22, 1955, in New York, that 
SNARO came into existence. A group of 31 
men, from the U.S., Canada and Mexico, con¬ 
vened on that occasion (membership now is 
almost 10 times greater). Their purpose was 
agreed to be, among other articles of the con¬ 
stitution and by-laws, to maintain and pro¬ 
mote the highest standards of competency 
among professional horse-racing officials on the 
continent; to unite members to enable them to 
cooperate and consult on problems that arise; 
to cooperate with all racing associations, rac¬ 
ing commissions and other governing bodies 
in order to achieve a common understanding 
and interpretation of the laws, rules, practices 
and procedures under which modern racing 
operates, and, among other intents, strict re¬ 
quirements for membership. . . .”

the venture. It was just as well, for the stock 
market crash came along soon after.” 

C. Wilbur Miller, head of the Davidson 
Chemical Company, bought Worthington 
Farms upon Hambleton’s death and used the 
tract (now owned by Mr. and Mrs. Daniel B. 
Brewster) as a base of operations for a string 
of 30 to 40 jumpers. These Downey cam¬ 
paigned at hunt meetings until J. W. Y. Martin 
bought Worthington and named him general 
manager. 

Under Martins aegis Worthington came 
into full flower. Louis Fuestel, whose fame as 
trainer of the immortal Man o’ War has not 
diminished, conditioned the stable. Con Amore, 
the farm’s foundation mare, was claimed from 
Audley Farm; Dark Hope was purchased at 
the sales, and Canter, Battle Jack, Slow Motion 
and Challamore took up purse-snatching in 
earnest. 

After several successful years, Bill Martin 
married and his interest in racing waned, 
whereupon Bonsai assembled a public stable 
and took to the track. The late Henry L. Straus 
was just getting started in racing at the time 
and became Downey’s principal client. For 
Straus, father of the American Tote, he devel¬ 
oped such stakes performers as the noted stayer, 
Pilaster, New Moon, Quarter Moon and 
Nokomis. 

Pentagon Stable was also an early patron, 
and for this establishment Bonsai trained The 
Doge, best known today as the sire of Swoon’s 
Son, Orleans Doge, Boston Doge, Dogoon, etc. 

Upon Straus’s untimely death in a plane 
crash in the late ’40’s, Mrs. Marion duPont 
Scott asked Bonsai to train her Montpelier 
horses. The association lasts to this day. For 
Mrs. duPont he developed the temperamental 
but very fast Saratoga, Nahodah, winner of 
over $200,000, Nala, Mongo and others. 

Downey was licensed in 1924, but the first 
15 years of his training career were largely re¬ 
stricted to the hunt meetings. In 1939, his 
first full year on the flat circuit, he trained 
the winners of 21 races and $30,660. He since 
has run that total to more than 1,000 victories 
and $4,000,000 in purses. 

His best years were 1951, when he finished 
in a tie for seventh in the national standings 
with 70 winners; and 1955, when he tied for 
eighth in wins (74) and sixth in purses 
($477,021).

What is the standard measurement of a 
horse? 

A hand. 

What is a hand? 

Four inches. 

Where is a horse measured? 

From the top of the withers to the ground. 

What is the difference between a pony and 
a horse? 

A pony measures 14.2 hands and under. A 
horse measures over 14.2 hands. 

What is a piebald? 

A color term for a black and white horse. 

What is a skewbald? 

A white horse splashed with any solid color 
other than black. 

What is a roan? 

A color in which red, white and yellow hairs 
or black, white and yellow hairs are inter¬ 
mingled. 

What is the meaning of head-shy? 

The horse is afraid of having the head 
touched or of quick movements about the head. 

Where does a horse first sweat? 

Around the ears. 

How would you prevent flies from bothering 
your horse in the summer? 

Use fly spray, carefully following directions 
on can or bomb and protecting the eyes, feed 
and water. Wipe the face with a soft cloth 
that has an insecticide on it. 

Where do you stand when leading a horse? 

Alongside of his neck on the near side. 

Which is the near side of a horse? 

The left side. 

What is the right side called? 

The off or far side. 

What do you do when you "tack up” a horse? 

Put on his saddle and bridle. 

What are the horse’s three natural gaits? 

Walk, trot, canter.

What is clucking and chirping? 

Sounds made to encourage more speed. 

When should they not be used? 

When riding with others. 

What happens when you buy a lot? 

This is an expression used in racing circles 
for falling off. 

What happens when you come a cropper? 

You fall off!—English style. 

What are Squatter’s Rights? 

A western expression used when you fall off. 
Riders flip everywhere! 

Why should a carrot be cut into pieces? 

Your horse can choke on a whole one. 

What are some good exercises for strength¬ 
ening your ankles and legs? 

For the ankle: Point toe out and rotate, 
making a complete circle as large as possible, 
keeping the rest of the leg in a still position. 

For the calf, knee and thigh: Squat with legs 
in riding position, ankles rolled over and toes 
turned out. Rise to a standing position. Keep 
repeating this holding the hands in front (in 
riding position) and kick occasionally as if 
kicking your horse. 

How did the Morgan horse get its name? 

From the foundation sire Justin Morgan, 
named after the man who owned him. 

What is the difference between a body brush 
and a Dandy brush? 

The Dandy brush is the hard brush which 
is just dandy to get off excess hair and hard 
dirt. The body brush is soft and used to make 
the horse shine, like your own hair brush.

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Which brush is used first? 

The Dandy brush. 

Should these brushes be continuously cleaned? 

Yes, to avoid dropping the dust and dirt 
back onto the horse’s coat. 

Why should not a curry comb be used on 
the legs, below the knees and hocks or on the 
head? 

It is too hard for use on these bony surfaces. 

What is meant by pulling a horse’s mane or 
tail? 

Thinning and shortening by hand. 

What is hogging? 

Clipping the mane close to the neck. 

On which side of the neck should the mane 
fall? 

The off side. 

What color riding boots are acceptable for 
trail riding? 

Brown is more commonly used. Black is 
acceptable. 

What color boots are proper for showing 
and/or hunting? 

Black boots. 

What type riding pants may be worn for 
informal riding? 

Comfortably-fitting jodhpLirs or breeches 
(pronounced britches) with boots. Pants 
should be loose enough for comfort but snug 
in the leg and neat looking. Fawn, beige and 
brown are the customary colors. 

What type pants may be worn for hunting 
and showing? 

Depending on the season—canary, white, 
buff, gray breeches made of melton, whipcord 
or wool are the type most commonly worn.

What is most effective for warmth and light¬ 
ness of weight for winter riding? 

A little late for this year but "Long Johns” 
or legotards worn under jodhpurs or breeches 
with two pair of wool socks. (The socks going 
on the feet, of course!) 

How should you buy boots? 

About one size larger than your comfortable 
shoes. See that the boot is fitted properly in 
the leg. It should be close fitting but not too 
tight at the top. As the boot gets worn, it will 
wrinkle down at the ankle. Have the boot 
loose fitting in the heel and thick soled. 

What is considered taboo in a riding habit? 

Gaudiness or a sloppy appearance. 

What kind of gloves may be worn? 

A washable glove of leather or string. 

What is the best way to fit a helmet on a 
growing child? 

Have it fit as nearly perfect as possible to 
the present size of the child’s head. A loose 
helmet will constantly fall off, endangering the 
rider and scaring the horse. One that is too 
tight will be hung on a post instead of the 
rider’s head. 


Can you wear jewelry with your riding habit? 

No. The only jewelry acceptable is your 
stock pin, club button, tie clasp and watch. 

What is a stock pin? 

It is a plain pin to fasten the stock (a hunt¬ 
ing tie). It is also used to pin the bandage (the 
stock’s secondary use) if needed. 

When pinning a stock, should the safety or 
stock pin be pinned vertically or horizontally? 

Horizontally. If pinned vertically and the 
rider took a fall, it could be harmful. 

Name some common stable vices. 

Weaving, biting, wind-sucking, cribbing, 
kicking, blanket tearing, halter pulling, crowd¬ 
ing. 

Other than straw, what is good bedding for 
horses? 

Sawdust, wood shavings, sand, peat moss, 
leaves or sugar cane stalks. 

What is the most important implement for 
cleaning a stall? 

A pitchfork to separate the good straw from 
the used and to remo\jp the manure.

What is the difference between a straight 
and a box stall? 

A box stall is exactly what its name implies 
—a big box. A straight stall is an area between 
two partitions in which the horse is generally 
tied to his manger. 

What can be done to help save horses in a 
burning stable? 

Since they will panic, blindfold with any¬ 
thing you can reach—your own clothing if 
necessary. Lead them to safety and either turn 
into a fenced enclosure or give to someone 
to hold. 

How should you put away a bridle? 

Hang the crown piece on something rounded 
(a bridle rack, old coffee can, etc.). Hang with 
the brow band and nose band projecting so 
they will not get crushed against the wall. 

Lastly, hang with reins evenly straightened on 
top of the crown piece or hanging straight 
down but not touching the floor. 

What is the proper way to carry your saddle 
when you go to tack your horse? 

Carry it with the pommel near the elbow 
on the left arm. In this position, it is ready 
to be put on the horse without having to turn 
it around first. 

Why is a martingale used? 

To keep a horse from throwing his head up, 
to teach him flexion, to give the rider more 
control.

To keep the sweat from accumulating in the 
hard-to-launder pad. If the pad is not clean, 
the sweat will work itself back into the horse’s 
skin, irritating him. 

How can you determine the correct length 
of your stirrup leather? 

When standing on the ground you judge the 
length of the stirrup leather from the tip of 
your middle finger to your armpit. Mounted, 
and with leg hanging relaxed, the stirrup iron 
should hit the point of the ankle bone. 

How should a saddle be stored when not 
in use? 

On a smooth rack and covered with a cloth 
to protect it from the dust. 

Q. Is there any way to cool out a hot horse 
when it’s raining buckets and there is no shelter 
and he won’t cool out with the blanket on?— 
Pam Wallett, Havre de Grace. & 

A. Assuming you mean no shelter in which 
to walk your horse, this tip we picked up along 
Virginia’s 100-Mile Trail Ride last year. Put 
your horse in his stall, blanket or put cooler on 
him and then proceed to lightly stuff about 6 
inches of straw on the horse’s back, under the 
blanket. Putting the straw in loose allows the 
heat to escape and your horse is still protected 
by his blanket or cooler. Hope this helps unless 
a reader has another suggestion.
